In  the  current  laaue  of  The  Canadian  Veteran 
there  is  an  editorial  on  the  subject  of  conscription 
and  It  is  noted  that  this  publlcallon  has  steadily 
advocated  such  a measure  ever  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war.  It  now  regards  this  departure 
In  the  policy  of  Ottawa  as  inevitable.  It  points 
out  how  Great  Britain  realiaed  it  to  the  full  and 
asks;  "Must  we  &ll  and  wait  for  the  emergency  to 
land  on  our  doorstep,  even  as  It  has  battered  at 
the  doors  of  Britain,  before  we  act''" 

The  Canadian  Veteran  expresses  the  forthright 
conviction  that  "voluntary  recruiting  has  failed. 
That  fact  is  unquestionable.  Tlie  experiences  of 
the  Reserve  Units  that  made  desperate  appeals 
for  men  to  go  on  Active  Service,  and  secured  them, 
not  by  hundreds,  not  by  dosens,  but  by  ones  and 
twos,  are  the  proof.  It  must  be  said,  in  all  fair- 
ness. that  that  situation  was  not  a reflection  on 
the  courage  or  the  desire  of  the  young  men  who 
form  those  units.  The  Indecision  of  the  pa.st  had 
created  a material  situsllon  which  led  to  a deci- 
sion to  wait  and  see  what  it  was  all  about."  Tlien 
The  Cgnadian  Veteran  says: 

"Only  through  a system  of  selective  conscrip- 
tion, with  every  man  given  his  definite  Job  In  the 
place  for  which  he  It  best  fitted,  can  we  approach 
the  maximum  in  our  war  effort.  Only  m such  a 
manner  can  we  achieve  a democratic  equality  of 
service  and  sacrifice.  And  there  must  be  equality 
of  sacrifice  The  payment  of  a bonus  to  veterans 
after  the  war  to  reconcile  iheir  position  with  that 
of  hlgh-pald  munitions  workers  la  a weak  pallia- 
tive ‘The  time  to  level  things  out  la  now.  and  it 
can  be  done  only  by  imaginative,  inspired  lead- 
erahlp  which  facet  the  facts,  calls  a .ipade  a 
spade,  and  gets  on  with  the  Job  that,  willy-nilly, 
has  to  be  done  " 

DKSTRl  CTION  C.N  TIIK  TK.MPLF 

One  after  another  of  the  famous  landmarks  of 
London  is  being  wiped  out  or  severely  damaged 
by  the  promlKUous  bombing  of  the  Germans.  The 
Temple  Church  Is  In  rums.  There  were  two  parts 
of  this  structure,  the  "Round  Church,"  fifty-eight 
feet  In  diameter,  built  by  the  Templars,  and  con- 
■ecrated  by  Heracllus.  Patriarch  of  Jerusalem,  in 
110).  and  the  Rarly  English  Choir  The  latter 
dated  from  1240  The  Norman  porch  by  which 
the  church  used  to  be  entered  was  one  of  its  char- 
acteristic features.  On  the  tiled  pavement  there 
were  oft -repeated  emblems  of  The  Temple,  and 
there  were  the  nine  tomb.s  of  Crusaders  with  re- 
cumbent figures  in  full  armor.  There  was  a stair 
leading  up  to  the  circular  trifr^ium  and  In  this 
was  built  a small  penlltentlal  cell  through  silts 
In  which  the  choir  could  be  seen  It  was  in  this 
cell  that  disobedient  Templars  were  confined 
The  church  contained  memorials  of  John  Selden  I 
<1004  > and  Richard  Hooker  'lOdO'  In  the 
churchyard  was  the  grsve  of  Oliver  Goldsmith 
( 1774  • . 11  was  at  No.  2 Brick  Court  (second  floor  • 
that  Goldsmith  wrote  many  of  hli  worka  He  had  \ 
a neighbor  who  lived  on  the  first  floor  in  the  per- 
aon  of  81r  William  Blackstone  of  the  Commen- 
taries. Thackeray  at  one  time  rented  cham- 
bers in  the  same  block. 

These  are  among  the  memorlaU  that  have  been 
wiped  out  by  ruthless  war  from  the  air  Others 
of  the  piles  of  sUtely  buildings  in  The  Temple 
are  also  now  debris,  buildings  that  marked  the 
site  where  in  MM  the  Knights  Templars  re- 
moved from  Holborn  to  the  banks  of  the  Thames. 
Only  a few  of  the  structures  have  escaped  ruin 
or  Injury.  Even  Fountain  Court  Is  marked  It 
was  there  that  Ruth  Pinch  used  to  meet  her 
brother  Tom.  "with  the  best  little  laugh  upon  her 
face  that  ever  played  in  opposition  to  the  foun- 
tain and  beat  It  all  to  nothing  " The  fountain, 
of  Dickens'  time,  had  been  removed  long  sinre 
The  buildings  that  comprise  The  Temple  are  a 
part  of  English  history.  They  are  associated  with 
such  names  as  those  of  Raleigh  Pym.  Ireton. 
Beaumont.  Wycherley,  Burke,  Sheridan.  Moore 
and  Cowper  It  was  in  Temple  Gardens  that 
Shakespeare.  In  Henry  VI  Part  I,  placed  the  scene 
of  the  quarrel  between  Plantagenet  and  Somer- 
aet.  when  the  white  and  red  ro.ses~  emblems  of 
civil  war— were  plucked  and  adopted  a.s  badges.

ployed,  fhey  rarely  venture  to  give  advice  to  their 
readers  berauae  they  have  no  desire  to  stifle  tlie ' 
right  of  free  expression  of  thought,  within  rea.son 
It  can  be  said  that  newspaper  space  is  limited 
and  only  a percentage,  sometimes  a small  per- 
centage. of  letters  received  can  be  publlalied.  Be- 
cause this  Is  the  case  complaints  ansr  Each  in- 
dividual may  regard  the  product  of  his  brain  as 
of  equal  importance  to  the  product  of  any  other 
brain.  The  newspaper  Is  the  arbiter  In  such  a 
ca.ie 

Letters  Intended  for  publlcallon  should  be  com- 
pre.saed  within  a reasonable  length,  in  this  news- 
paper they  ahould  not  exceed  XK)  words  Cor- 
respondents. If  they  are  not  expert  writers,  would 
be  welt  advised  not  to  sit  down  and  dash  off  what 
they  have  to  aay  without  any  Idea  of  revising  and 
condensing  their  remarks  If  a wrtUr  is  not  well 
equipped  It  Is  advisable  that  all  the  greater  pains 
ahould  be  taken  In  his  composition.  Another 
point  U the  choice  of  a subject  that  la  going  to  In- 
terMt  a wide  circle  of  readers,  and  not  merely  the 
attempt  to  air  a personal  grievance  Letters  are 
not  published  when  they  use  opprobrious  epithets 
in  dealing  wtlh  another  correspondent  They  do 
not  appear  when  they  contain  sutementa  known 
to  be  untrue,  or  Incapable  of  proof  The  mere 
reiteration  of  generalltiee  may  lead  to  their  ex- 
clusion. Other  faulU  which  lesaen  their  chance 
of  publication  are  long-wlndednesa  and  the  be- 
laboring of  a subject 

The  best  advice  of  all  to  give  letter  wrUers  U to 
^ brief  and  to  the  point;  remember  that  the  final 
word  need  not  be  said  In  one  laeue  of  a otwspaj>er. 


COLI..4BORATION  WITH  GERMANY 

Mr  Mackenzie  King  was  asked  in  Parliament; 
“On  what  dale  did  the  Government  of  Great 
Britain  recognise  the  provisional  government  of 
General  de  Gaulle  as  an  ally  In  this  war,  and  was 
Canada  so  notified?"  He  replied:  "1  am  not 
aware  that  the  British  Government  has  recog- 
nised any  provisional  government  of  General  de 
Gaulle  or  that  there  Is  any  such  body."  Strictly 
speaking,  the  Prime  Minister  gave  a correct  an- 
swer. There  is  no  provisional  French  Govern- 
ment headed  by  General  de  Gaulle.  There  is, 
however,  a Free  French  Movement  which  he 
leads.  It  Is  this  that  has  been  recognized  by  the 
British  Government,  but  it  has  not  been  recog- 
nized by  the  Government  at  Ottawa.  It  could 
not  be  recognized  so  long  as  there  Is  a French 
Legation  at  Ottawa.  The  fact  that  there  Is  the 
latter  means  that  Canada  recognises  and.  there- 
fore. has  diplomatic  relations  with  the  Vichy  Gov- 
ernment Canada  and  Great  Britain  pursue  op- 
posing courses  in  their  attitudes  towards  the  ad- 
ministration of  Marshal  Petaln.  an  administra- 
tion which  has  made  the  official  pronouncement 
that  “the  future  of  France  lies  in  collaboration 
with  Germany  " 

GERMAN  GLIDERS 

Some  account  of  the  gliders,  used  so  success- 
fully by  the  Germans  in  landing  troops  In  Crete, 
la  given  by  Mr.  W.  L.  White,  a correspondent  of 
the  Columbia  Broadcasting  Corporation.  In  an 
article  he  has  written  for  The  Atlantic  Monthly. 
In  this  he  say* 

"Neutral  observers  In  Germany  report  that  the 
Nazis  have  28,000  troop-carrying  gliders,  each  ca- 
pable of  holding  fourteen  men.  Two  of  these 
gliders  can  be  towed  behind  a single  bomber,  and 
Americans  traveling  through  Central  Germany 
have  watched  from  train  windows  as  the  opera- 
tors practised  landing  and  taking  off  with  full 
loads.  The  principal  value  of  the  gliders  is  that 
they  make  no  noise.  Also  they  can  be  quickly 
and  cheaply  manufactured.  Taking  off  from 
Continental  airfields  at  night  they  can  be  towed 
across  the  Channel  and  cut  adrift  while  they  are 
still  forty  or  fifty  miles  from  the  target  Tliey 
would  then  float  silently  toward  It.  with  no  tell- 
tale propellor  noise  or  exhaust  flames  to  betray 
them  to  the  defending  anti-aircraft  fire  . . . 
Their  function  would  be  to  destroy  railroad  yards, 
dynamite  bridges  and  disrupt  communications  ” 

Mr  J.  O Gardiner  Is  resigning  from  the  post  of 
Minister  of  W'ar  Services  He  has  not  been  a suc- 
cess In  the  office  and  has  been  the  target  of  al- 
most continuous  criticism.  Perhaps  the  blame 
lay  partly  in  the  fact  that  he  may  have  been  over- 
yvorked.  for  he  has  attempted  to  perform  the 
duties  of  Minister  of  Agriculture  as  well.  Here- 
after he  will  devote  his  time  and  his  talents  ex- 
clusively to  the  latter  portfolio,  about  which  he 
knows  a great  deal  more  than  he  does  about  mat- 
ters connected  with  war  Services.

on  'The  Burma  Road.  " 

HaVE  LOST  HEAVILY 

“The  Japiuiete  have  been  loemg 
more  heavUy  tlian  u generally  rea- 
lized,' Dr.  Brace  aaid.  in  an  Inter- 
view yeaterday.  ‘The  courae  of  the 
war  In  China  haa  been  aomewiiat 
obscured  by  Japaneae  propaganda, 
but  they  are  definitely  on  the  a ay 
out  ' 

Nor  «iU  th'^  CiiUic,>e  be  aatia- 
fled  unul  the  mvadora  have  been 
driven  completely  out  of  China. 
Japancae  alleropta  to  arrange  a 
peace  altereby  they  may  retain  the 
five  northern  provincea  they  now 
nrcupy,  have  been  flatly  rejected, 
he  recalled  A aettlrmeni  on  these 
ternu  would  be  diaa^Lroua  not  only 
10  China  but  to  the  Briuali  Empire 
and  to  the  United  Slatea  aa  well, 
he  pointed  out.  The  area  Is  eaten- 
elve  and  rich  In  raw  materials,  and 
far  enough  south  to  grow  c<MUm. 
With  rtVMp  labor,  the  Japoneto 
would  be  In  a position  to  ruin  the 
worlda  cotton  trade. 

Loaaea  inflicted  by  the  Chinese 
have  been  very  considerable.  Dr. 
Brace  pointed  out.  More  than 
6.000.000  Japanese  uocnw  have  been 
killed.  S4S  planes  have  been  ahot 
down,  captured  or  destroyed,  and 
Ihlrtjr-one  cUlea  have  been  re- 
oocupled. 

Insisting  that  the  Invadera  could 
not  hope  for  succeas  in  China,  Dr. 
Braoe  saw  the  poaaibillly  of  Japan 
turning  her  attention  to  the  souUi. 
tihould  Germany  win  the  Battle  of 
the  Mediterranean,  the  Japanese 
might  be  encouraged  to  attempt  a 
land  attack  on  Burma  or  Singapore 
Now  iwt«blt*hed  in  Slam  as  far 
south  as  the  city  of  Saigon,  she  Is 
already  In  a favorable  pusttlon.  he 
explained. 

PBEniCTS  l.s.  MOVE 

The  mult  of  such  a move,  he  pre- 
dicted, Will  be  to  bring  the  United 
Slates  Navy  Into  actum,  for  Uiat 
nation  cannot  stand  Idly  aMde  when 
threatened  wiUv  the  loss  of  the 
sources  of  most  of  her  supplies  of 
rubber,  tin  and  manganese, 

t)eclsring  that  Chinas  value  to 
Britain  and  the  United  Slates  as 
strong  allies  had  not  been  f'llly  ap- 
preciated. Dt.  Brac<  Mild  she  had 
made  an  important  contribution  in 
protecting  live  uneresu  of  those 
natlona  In  the  F.vr  For  this 

reason,  he  said.  Uie  Allies  must  keep 
the  Burma  Road  open.  To  defeat 
the  Axis  powers,  the  AUle.s  must 
Ivave  access  to  the  vast  supplies  of 
tung.vt«n  in  China,  and  the  Chinese 
to  defeat  Japan  must  continue  to 
receive  the  heavy  arms  they  sre  now 
bringing  In  over  that  vital  highway.
